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Measures 
proposed 
on safer 
highways 

SPEED limits of 20mph 
could be imposed and roads 
narrowed under £400,000 
plans to reduce accidents in 
Walsall town centre. 

It follows more than 40 
accidents in three years, the 
majority involving pedestri¬ 
ans being hit by cars. 

Junctions could be altered 
and better crossing points 
installed as part of a review 
into routes in the heart of 
the town. 

There have been 43 
reported accidents in the 
centre from December 2009 
to 2012, leading to Walsall 
Council looking at new 
safety measures. 

Assessed 

Busy roads such as Bridge 
Street and Lichfield Street 
are being assessed, although 
any work is subject to 
funding being agreed. The 
project - worth an estimated 
£396,000 - has not been 
included in the current pro¬ 
gramme for the new finan¬ 
cial year. 

Transport chiefs say two 
of the accidents have been 
serious over the three-year 
period. 

Transport boss Councillor 
Tom Ansell said: “The 
majority of the collisions 
have been slight personal 
injuries involving a conflict 
between pedestrians and 
vehicles. We have been 
looking at ways of reducing 
the potential for these inci¬ 
dents.” 

Women is cut 
free from car 

A 23-year-old woman had to 
be cut free from her black 
Fiesta car by firefighters 
and taken to Walsall Manor 
Hospital with multiple 
minor injuries after an acci¬ 
dent on the Black Country 
Route on Saturday morning. 

The accident near The 
Keyway Junction also 
involved a coach, operated 
by Solus Coaches in Tam- 
worth. It was full at the time 
of the crash but nobody was 
injured. 

The busy road had to be 
closed in both directions for 
around four hours while the 
central reservation barrier 
was repaired. 


SCHOOLS HOPING 
FOR EXIRA £ 1.2*1

AN EXTRA £1.2 million will be ploughed into school 
improvements across Walsall to boost “learning environ¬ 
ments,” education bosses are due to announce. 

Work to transform run-down buildings will be carried out at junior, primary and nursery 
schools as part of a “significant investment.” The money is being set aside for as part of 
Walsall Council's education capital programme in the coming months. Education bosses 
have backed the decision to carry out the improvements. 

A report from education chief Councillor Rachel Andrew said: “In order to support the 
raising of educational attainment and achievement, these projects will provide improved 
learning environments for Walsall pupils and are part of the continued and significant 

investment in the buildings of Walsall 
schools. 

“Every effort is being made to maximise 
the use of capital resources to secure the 
greatest benefit for the borough and Walsall 
is on track to spend all allocations within the 
spend periods.” 

Work is earmarked for a dozen schools 
and includes £205,000 on heating improve¬ 
ments at Blackwood in Streetly and 
£200,000 at Greenfield in Shelfield. 

Boiler work worth £130,000 will be 
carried out at Whetstone Field in Aldridge, 
around £125,000 on electrics at Palfrey and 
£120,000 towards roofing at Pinfold Street 
in Darlaston. Others being lined up for 
works are Alumwell Nursery and the 
Infants, Delves Junior, Kings Hill Primary, 
Little Bloxwich, New Invention Infants, and 
Pelsall Village Primary. 

Borrowing 

The schemes were due to be considered by 
members of the decision-making Walsall 
Cabinet last night (Wednesday). 

The programme is made up of grant and 
borrowing powers from the Government, 
section 106 contributions and capital 
receipts. Schools are also required to make 
contributions. 

It comes as the council prepares to end its 
multi-million pound contract with Serco 
next month. Remaining education and 
childcare workers are due to transfer back 
to the council. 

Up to 300 staff are returning to the 
authority’s payroll by the start of April as 
part of the termination of the £345 million 
contract with the private firm. 

Workers in children’s centres have 
already switched back. The final stage is 
now on track for a month’s time. 

The contract with the education provider 
was initially due to run until August. The 
decision to end the Serco agreement was 
made in 2011 with the council citing “major 
changes to Government policy”, such as 
more schools becoming academies. 


Nursery plan 
at working 
men's club 

A FORMER working men’s club in Walsall 
is poised to be turned into a day nursery. 

Chuckery Working Men’s Club, once 
popular with staff from the Chamberlin & 
Hill foundry and the Crabtree factory, was 
put up for sale almost two years ago after 
going into liquidation. An offer has now 
been put into the hands of solicitors by an 
undisclosed interested party. 

Steve Johnson, from property agent 
Fraser Wood Chartered Surveyors, said the 
sale was dependent on whether planning 
chiefs approved proposals to convert the 
building into a nursery. 

He estimated it could take around three 
months before details are finalised. 

The building and grounds in Lincoln 
Road were put on the market with an asking 
price of £215,000. The sum which has been 
offered for the premises has not yet been 
disclosed. 

Mr Johnson said: “The offer has been put 
into solicitor’s hands. A planning applica¬ 
tion should be going in shortly to change the 
use from club to a children’s nursery. 

“I believe they want to refurbish what is 
already there.” 

He said the interested party had experi¬ 
ence of running other nurseries. 

Chuckery Working Men’s Club ceased 
trading after 85 years and was put into liq¬ 
uidation by its 220 members after it was hit 
by dwindling support.

Man denying 
OAP's murder 

A 20-year-old man has 
appeared in court accused of 
the murder of a pensioner in 
a Willenhall flat fire.

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Pastor s words save fraudster from a ail sentence 


A CHARITY worker who defrauded 
a church-funded group for vulnera¬ 
ble adults in Walsall of £4,000 has 
been spared a prison sentence. 

Anthony Hall, 25, of Valley Road, 
Blakenall, held a senior position at 
the Glebe Centre. Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court heard the defendant 
admit to withdrawing £4,430 from 
cashpoints using the charity’s debit 
card in January this year. 

Prosecuting, Mrs Maggie Meakin 
told the court last week that Hall 
had made 25 transactions on the 
card before throwing it away. 


She said: “The charity realised 
that a large amount of money was 
missing and saw the deposits made 
from a card that was in the defen¬ 
dant’s name. When police arrived at 
Mr Hall’s house he told them that 
he knew why they were there and 
that he had put the card in a bin.” 

Mrs Sheila Hicklin, defending, 
told the court that Hall had worked 
his way up from a work placement 
to a management role. He was well- 
regarded by users of the centre and 
its managers. 

“This man does not know why he 


did what he did. He loved his job. It 
seems this was a moment of 
madness,” she said. 

Mrs Hicklin added that Pastor 
Stewart John Prebble, the charity’s 
secretary, gave a very good account 
of Hall. “They were very saddened 
and disappointed at what happened 
because he was very highly thought 
of. He was in a senior position where 
he had lots of trust and responsibil¬ 
ity.” 

Sentencing Hall to a 12-month 
supervision order and 140 hours 
unpaid work, District Judge 


Michael Morris told him: “My initial 
response was to impose a custodial 
sentence. But after reading what 
Pastor Prebble has to say I have 
changed my mind. He hopes you 
have learned your lesson and that 
you seek to rebuild your own life. 

“He says you would have had a 
fine career helping vulnerable 
people and that that you are 
recently celebrating the birth of 
your second child.” 

Hall, who pleaded guilty to fraud, 
was ordered to pay £1,000 compen¬ 
sation and a £60 victim surcharge. 


Five-year football ban 
for smoke bomb yob 


A FOOTBALL fan who threw a smoke bomb 
on to the pitch during a Walsall home match 
has been given a five-year football match ban. 

Away supporter Simon Ballantyne, aged 24, hurled the 
device onto the Banks’s Stadium turf during the Saddlers’ 
match against Notts County FC last month. 

Walsall Magistrates’ Court heard the defendant threw 
the minor explosive just as a penalty was due to be taken.

“He purchased the 
smoke bomb from a joke 
shop in Birmingham before 
the game and didn’t realise 
it would be a criminal 
offence to throw it onto the 
pitch,” he said. 

District Judge Michael 
Morris banned Ballantyne 
from all football matches for 
five years, and banned him 
from being near the stadium 
of Notts County and 
England fixtures anywhere 
in the country. He must also 
report to police before going 
abroad. 

He was fined £330 for 
throwing the smoke 
grenade, ordered to pay £85 
costs and £33 victim sur¬ 
charge. He was fined £100 
for possessing Mephedrone.

“We have come to the end of one of 
the largest housing developments in 
Walsall.

Some 42 properties, known as the 
Waves complex, were the last of 322

The scheme, which was begun in 
February 2010, has gradually trans¬ 
formed the area near to the New Art 
Gallery. 

Also at the Waterfront, Walsall’s 
Mayorofficially opened the multi¬ 
million pound Premier Inn hotel. 

It opened for businesss in October 
but Councillor Dennis Anson officially 
declared open the 100-bedroom hotel, 
off Wolverhampton Street, which has 
created 37 jobs.

Prostitute spared jail over brothel in flat 


A PROSTITUTE who ran a brothel in a rented 
flat above shops in Walsall has been spared an 
immediate stint behind bars. 

Lynne Smith operated the business from the 
property in Wolverhampton Road for two-and-a- 
half months. The 35-year-old managed the 
brothel and enlisted the help of two others. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard last week 
how police swooped on the premises on August 9. 
A number of documents, including clients’ 
contact details, rotas and charges, were found in 
a bin at the rear of the flat. 

Officers then carried out a search of Smith’s 
home in Cemetery Road, Willenhall, where a CS 
gas canister and stun gun were found. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, said the prem¬ 
ises for the brothel had been rented by Smith 
under a different name for a three-month period. 


It was said to rake in more than £1,300, although 
the court was told Smith insisted this was not a 
profit. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, said Smith had 
a “tumultuous” childhood and previously had a 
drug addiction. 

Debt 

The mother, who has a teenage son and partner 
in the armed forces, had got into “spiralling debt” 
after moving into a new home. 

He said: “She foolishly resorted to this work, it 
was a short-term enterprise.” 

Mr Garcha said a relative had found the stun 
gun and brought it home. The intention was to 
hand it over to the police. Smith insisted that she 
had no idea where the canister had appeared 
from. 


Smith had pleaded guilty at a previous court 
hearing to the keeping of a brothel and two 
counts of having prohibitive weapons. She was 
sentenced to 12 months’ imprisonment, sus¬ 
pended for two years, and also given a three- 
month curfew from 6pm to 6am. This was in 
relation to using the flat for a brothel. There was 
no separate penalty for having the CS gas canis¬ 
ter and stun gun. 

Another woman was previously sentenced in 
connection with the address in Wolverhampton 
Road. Samantha Linton, who was working as a 
receptionist, admitted assisting in the manage¬ 
ment of a brothel at Walsall Magistrates Court 
last year. The 34- year-old from Wolverhampton 
was sentenced to a six month community order, 
with supervision, and 40 hours unpaid work. 


Manor set to take 
on extra patients 


EXTRA patients will be sent to Walsall Manor 
Hospital under £70 million plans to down¬ 
grade Stafford and Cannock hospitals. 

The Manor may get extra funding and staff to help it pick 
up the pieces from the scandal-hit Mid Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

Experts from health watchdog Monitor have outlined 
proposals for the future of the troubled Mid Staffs trust 
after it was declared “financially and clinically unsustain¬ 
able”. But they will impact on Walsall Manor, as well as 
Wolverhampton’s New Cross and University Hospital 


Big bill for. 
foreigners 

FOREIGN patients have left 
Walsall Manor with a bill of 
almost £72,000 over the past 
five years, as figures reveal 
that hospitals across the 
region are owed £1 million. 

The NHS has been forced 
to write off thousands of 
pounds of debt which bosses 
have been unable to claim 
back from overseas patients. 

Britain has healthcare 
agreements with some coun¬ 
tries and provides free NHS 
care for those living in 
Britain regardless of nation¬ 
ality, while most other 
foreign visitors have to pay 
for non-emergency treat¬ 
ment. Hospitals say there 
are often complications 
when trying to claim money 
back. The decision to write 
off debt is a last resort. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust was owed £71,818.75 
by patients outside the 
European Union between 
2008 and 2013 and has 
written off a massive 
£48,538 of the debt. 


North Staffordshire. All 
three hospitals will take on 
the serious care cases from 
Stafford and Cannock. 

Walsall Manor boss 
Richard Kirby said they 
would prepare themselves 
for any rise in patient 
numbers. 

Hospital chiefs have 
already reported a 30 per 
cent rise in the number 
treated from April to Decem¬ 
ber last year, with the 
overnight closure of 
Stafford’s A&E department. 

Mr Kirby said there had 
been a particular surge in 
patients from Cannock area. 
He added: “We continue to 
prepare for any further 
increase in patient demand 
that may occur following the 
announcement made by 
Monitor.” 

One in five patients would 
be treated at the Manor, 
New Cross or University 
Hospital North Stafford¬ 
shire under the changes pro¬ 
posed by Monitor. 

Emergency surgery would 
no longer take place at 
scandal-hit Stafford Hospi¬ 
tal, women would no longer 
give birth there and its A&E 
department would be down¬ 
graded.

The pair, of Vale Street, 
Upper Gornal, Dudley, gave 
no indication of plea. 

They were given uncondi¬ 
tional bail to appear at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for a plea and case 
management hearing which 
is scheduled to be held on 
May 24.

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Mother 
allowed 
drugs to 
be grown 

A MOTHER of three “pres¬ 
surised” by a boyfriend to 
set up a cannabis farm at her 
Walsall home was given a 
suspended prison sentence. 

Police discovered £9,900 
worth of the drug and a 
“sophisticated” hydroponic 
system in a tent in a spare 
room beside the bedroom of 
Emily Brown’s children. 

Police called at the 
address in Talke Road, 
Delves, on November 14 on 
an unrelated matter when 
they smelled cannabis and 
saw some of the drug on a 
kitchen work surface, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Brown admitted that it 
was being grown upstairs, 
where there were 22 plants 
up to 2ft high under cultiva¬ 
tion, said prosecutor Mr 
Alka Brigue. 

Brown, aged 32 and of pre¬ 
vious good character, told 
officers that she had been 
pressurised into allowing 
the drugs to be grown on the 
premises by a boyfriend she 
declined to identify. 

Presents 

Mr Christopher O’Gor¬ 
man, defending, said: “She 
was told that she would be 
given £100 for Christmas 
presents for the children but 
did not even get that.” 

Brown admitted allowing 
premises to be used for 
cannabis production and 
was given a six-month jail 
sentence suspended under 
supervision for 18 months, 
ordered to do 80 hours 
unpaid work and told to pay 
£440 costs. 

Judge Michael Challinor 
said: “I accept that you were 
drawn into this by naivety. 
You felt you could not get out 
of it and were to some extent 
relieved when the police 
arrived.” 

Scheme to seal 
aquaduct leak 

A £120,000 project has been 
launched in the latest 
attempt to stop a Grade II 
listed aqueduct in Great 
Barr from leaking. 

The four-week scheme 
will see specialist teams 
drilling 150mm to 200mm 
deep holes along the edge of 
the towpath alongside the 
aqueduct before injecting 
them with a resin. 

Once set, the resin should 
fill any small holes within 
the brickwork and prevent 
any further leaks and water 
seeping out from the aque¬ 
duct on to Spouthouse Lane 
below. 



Rent rise could mean empty market stalls H 


A RISE in rent for stallholders at the 800-year-old Walsall 
market will create empty spaces, the chairman of the town’s 
Market Traders Associationhas warned. 

Tony Larner has warned the £5-a-day rent increase, 
which will come into force in April, will have an impact on 
the look of the popular market. 

Mr Larner said: “At the moment, we have got a good 
market. If it affects traders financially and they can’t afford 
to run, they will find an alternative market or have to pack 
up, we are no different to shops. 

“I would say it is going to create a few empty spaces. It 
could be counter-productive and cost the council money.” 

Mr Larner said a number of traders had complained 
about the rent increase, approved as part of plans to help 
save more than £13 million in the next year. 


He added: “Nobody is happy about it, we have had lots of 
complaints from traders. The market could look half 
empty.” 

Walsall Council announced plans to raise rents at the 98 
stalls last year. Rent currently varies from £20 to £40 with 
65 paying the higher tariff. 

Consistent 

Council bosses say stall rents have not increased since 
2009 and have been delayed as long as possible, but are con¬ 
sistent with a rise in charges for other services. 

Plans were unveiled earlier this year to relocate the 
town’s market to make way for multi-million pound regen¬ 
eration plans in the town centre. 

The town centre’s Source of Ingenuity fountain, dubbed 


the ‘Hair in the Square’, could be moved to make way for it, 
under proposals to move the market to The Bridge perma¬ 
nently. 

Independent experts have said the best place for the 
market is a new home on The Bridge pedestrian area and 
Bradford Street. 

It has also emerged the ancient market could trade for an 
extra day each week to help raise part of the £1.1 million 
investment said to be needed to help it thrive in a new loca¬ 
tion. 

Initial funding plans suggest that additional income 
could be raised to repay the cost of the investment over a 
period of 10 to 15 years. 

The rent increase for traders was approved recently. 


Second town centre 
cinema is proposed 


A NINE-screen cinema, restaurants and bars 
will be built at the Walsall Waterfront develop¬ 
ment under new plans. 

It is the second cinema scheme earmarked for Walsall 
town centre in the space of a month. Developer Kier Prop¬ 
erty said the £12 million leisure complex would complete 
the Waterfront. The 64,500 sq ft scheme includes not only a 
cinema but also 36,800 sq ft 
for restaurants and bars, 
plus 196 car parking spaces. 

Proposals will go on show 
to the public ahead of a 
formal planning application 
being submitted later this 
month. 

James Nicholson, Kier 
Property’s senior develop¬ 
ment manager, said: “The 
site has been identified as 
the premier leisure destina¬ 
tion in Walsall and will 
attract additional footfall, 
and our proposals will 
encourage linked shopping 
trips by improving pedes¬ 
trian walkways to the rest of 
the town centre. 

Jobs 

“The development will 
create new jobs for local 
people.” 

A walkway on the north¬ 
ern side of the canal would 
be landscaped with a new 
footpath added. Links to the 
town’s railway station and 
main shopping area in Park 
Street would also be 
improved. 

Walsall’s regeneration 
councillor Adrian Andrew 
said: “This is brilliant news 
for the Waterfront and I 
have been working for many 
years to secure a cinema in 
Walsall after being told by 
consultants ‘no chance’. 
Now we have two interested 
in our town and we are deliv¬ 
ering for Walsall.” 


Last Serco 
staff set 
to transfer 

REMAINING education and 
childcare workers are due to 
transfer back to Walsall 
Council within weeks after 
the axing of the multi¬ 
million pound Serco deal. 

Up to 300 staff are return¬ 
ing to the authority’s payroll 
by the start of April as part 
of the termination of the 
£345 million contract with 
the private firm. 

Workers in children’s 
centres have already 
switched back as part of the 
first two transfers. The final 
stage is now on track. 

In a report to the full 
council, cabinet member for 
children’s services Council¬ 
lor Rachel Andrew, said: 
“The termination of the edu¬ 
cation contract provided by 
Serco has required a consid¬ 
erable effort to manage the 
transition with minimal dis¬ 
ruption to the levels of 
support provided to schools. 

“Learning from these 
transfers...will help ensure a 
successful and seamless 
transfer on April 1 of the 
remaining services.”

AFTER 50 runs, more than 
17,000 kilometres and a total of 
971 different runners, Walsall 
Arboretum’s weekly park run 
has celebrated its first anniver¬ 
sary. 

A record number of people took part in 
the 12-month anniversary run. 

Every week, an average of 60 runners 
don their running shoes bright and early 
on Saturday morning to take on the 5k 
course around the town’s main park. 

And every week, the 9am run has grown 
in popularity and stature, with more 
people taking part. 

Saturday’s event saw a grand total of 
152 people turn out for the anniversary. 

For regular runners Ursula and 
Michael Elwell, the event not only satis¬ 
fies their love of running but has also 
allowed them to meet new people. 

Grandmother-of-five Mrs Elwell, aged 
60, said she enjoys the friendly atmos¬ 
phere and meeting new people. 

Friendly 

“It’s just got such a friendly atmos¬ 
phere,” she said. 

“It has people of all ages and all abili¬ 
ties, some people who walk for part of the 
course and some who push pushchairs 
round with them. 

“Wherever you come in, there’s always 
someone there to cheer you over the line. ” 

Mrs Elwell has run 49 out of the 50 
events, alongside her husband Michael, 
aged 62, who helps to map out the route 
every week. 

The couple, of Partridge Avenue, are 
both avid runners and have taken part in 
marathons over the years. They both 
belong to Cobra Running Club.

Councillor Anson gave out a range of 
awards before starting the sounding horn 
to start the run, which took on a new 
course around the revamped park. He 
was also joined by Olympic torchbearer 
Charlie Mugglestone, from Walsall. 

The run was the brainchild of Kate 
Williams, a senior sport development 
officer at Walsall Council. 

After taking part in a park run at 
Cannon Hill in Birmingham, the mother- 
of-one, of Sedgley, decided to set one up in 
Walsall. 

“What pleases me more than anything 
is that there’s a real community spirit 
among runners, ” said Tipton Harrier Mrs 
Williams, whose husband Martin also 
takes part in the park runs. 

“It’s got it’s own little community now 
and lots of people have become friends 
through it. 

“We get all sorts of people taking part, 
some are serious runners others haven’t 
done any running for ages.” 

She added: “Not only do people get the 
health benefits of it but they also get 
social benefits too.” 

Abilities 

Over the past 12 months, there have 
been 50 park runs - including one on 
Christmas Day when 35 people turned up

Runners of all abilities can take part, 
with finishing times and points totals 
recorded on a special website.

A GRANDFATHER whose wife 
died of a diabetes-related illness 
is fundraising after his grandson 
was diagnosed too. 

Mick Russell’s wife, Tina, died in 2006 
aged 41. She had type 1 diabetes for 20 
years. Now Walsall boy Tyler, the grandson 
of Mr Russell, of West Bromwich, has been 
diagnosed with diabetes. 

To mark his 51st birthday, Mr Russell held 
a first fundraising night for Diabetes UK, 
raising £250 at The Wheatsheaf, Carters 
Green, West Bromwich, with Tipton enter¬ 
tainer Just Bev and “draw master” Phil 
Ruston, of West Bromwich.

Population explosion leads 
to call for major deer cull 



With deer numbers on the increase there could be more incidents of deer straying into urban areas, like this inci¬ 


dent caught on camera in 2011 when 

NUMBERS of deer on 
Cannock Chase could be dra¬ 
matically reduced - if new 
proposals are implemented. 

Experts are urging for a cull of deer 
which could see close to a million 
animals being shot each year in the 
UK. They say culling on a massive 
scale is necessary just to keep the 
exploding deer population at its 
current level. 

The call to arms was made after 


a pair of deer were seen in Proffitt Str< 

research showed that only by killing 50 
to 60 per cent of deer can their 
numbers be kept under reasonable 
control. This is a slaughter on a far 
greater scale than the 20 per cent to 30 
per cent culling recommended before. 

Shot 

With deer numbers estimated at 
about 1.5 million, it could mean more 
than 750,000 being shot each year. 

Deer are said to be having a devas¬ 
tating effect on woodland, damaging ’ 
crops, causing road accidents and

threatening public safety in urban 
areas. 

Shooting by trained and licensed 
hunters is the only practical way to 
keep their populations in check, 
according to Dr Paul Dolman, from the 
University of East Anglia. 

“I don’t think it’s realistic to have 
wolves and brown bears in rural 
England,” he said at a news briefing in 
London. “In the absence of natural 
predators, the only way to manage 
them is to shoot them.”

A HEDNESFORD teacher is 
now only half the man he used 
to be - after being shamed 
into dieting by what he saw in 
the mirror.

James has now joined a group of 
other slimmers who are doing the 
Coast to Coast bike ride to raise £6,000 
in aid of The Rainbow Trust Children’s 
Charity. In April they will cycle 136 
miles from Whitehaven, across the 
Pennines to Tynemouth in three days. 

“Now I weigh 14st 81b and my goal is 
13st 131bs.

Look what’s 
in store at 
the arts and 
crafts barn 

FORGET television and com¬ 
puter games - one way to fire 
a child’s imagination is to 
take them to the Scrap Barn. 

The shop at Chasewater Country 
Park is filled with a range of arts and 
crafts items, which have been donated 
by companies and are then sold 
cheaply to the public. Shoe boxes, 
marbles, beads and buttons are along¬ 
side pieces of sponge, furry material, 
balls of wool and squares of felt. 

The shop was an initiative set up by 
Saxon Hill School, Lichfield, and is run 
by the school’s assistant business 
manager Wes Morris. 

“We get material from a range of 
sources including a saddle maker, a 
curtain producer, a fancy dress maker 
and a car seat company,” says Wes, 35, 
who lives in Brownhills. 

Wedding 

“People can let their imaginations run 
wild - we had a bride come in and buy 
some of the shoe boxes and material to 
make items for her wedding. 

“Parents who want to keep their chil¬ 
dren busy buy scraps of material that 
their children can use on a rainy day to 
make pictures or toys. We encourage 
children to come in and have a 
rummage through the material bins - 
we don’t worry about them making a 
mess.” 

Wes says the not-for-profit shop was 
set up to help students at the special 
school get work experience. 

“The school had been looking at 
ways of providing work-based business 
opportunities to young people,” says 
Wes, who has been at the school for five 
years and before that was retail 
manager at Tesco in Cannock. 

“Children join the school from the

age of two and a half and they leave at 
19, and during that time they are kept 
in a family environment and then they 
are thrown into a totally different 
world when they start work.” 

Wes says disabled teenagers often 
struggle to get work and the shop offers 
them voluntary, and occasionally paid 
positions. “First we opened the shop at 
Saxon Hill School in April last year and 
we soon realised we need more space, ” 
he says. “In August we took on this 
unit at Chasewater Country Park and 
it took a couple of months to get it how 
we wanted it and we opened to the 
public in October.” 

Wes says the shop’s location is excel¬ 
lent as during the spring and summer 
they get a range of visitors. The shop, 
which is on the look-out for volunteers, 
is open Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays as well as Saturday mornings. 

Two customers are Duncan and 
Katie Hammond from Burntwood who 
were looking for items to use in craft 
projects. Katie, 32, says: “I like doing 


craft projects and materials can be 
quite expensive to buy but looking 
around the scrap barn has given me a 
few ideas. It is good to support local 
businesses.” 

Someone who started as a volunteer 
at the shop but is now an employee, is 
Lucy Wood, 25, who was a pupil at 
Saxon Hill. Lucy, of Handsacre, suffers 
from cerebral palsy and says even 
though she has a media degree she has 
struggled to find work. 

“I worked for the BBC for one and a 
half years but when the contract 
ended, and they were getting rid of 
people, I didn’t know what to do,” she 
says. “I went through a stage where I 
was quite low as I was applying for jobs 
and not getting anywhere. I started 
doing voluntary work for the scrap 
barn and now I’m a paid employee.” 

Lucy says because money made at the 
shop is reinvested into the business they 
are now looking at taking on another 
unit at Chasewater where they can run 
craft workshops.

ideal carehomes 
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Couple admit false 
claims on packages 


A COUPLE tried to pocket £3,000 in 
compensation claims from Royal Mail 
for special deliveries they claimed had 
never arrived. 

Parvinder and Baljit Nijjar claimed packages con¬ 
taining £500 cash and a £2,450 diamond ring had 
not reached their intended destinations after they 
had sent them. But it emerged that the couple had 
never sent the packages and were making fraudu¬ 
lent claims to clear debts. 

The pair had access to documentation needed to 
lodge a compensation claim because they worked at 
the post office on Stourbridge High Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates Court heard. But their con 
was discovered when it emerged that one of the 
‘packages’ was to be delivered 400 yards from their 
Willenhall home. 

Trust 

Meanwhile, a mobile number registered to Baljit 
Nijjar was used on one form claiming she was the 
intended receiver of the goods, while on the other 
claim form it stated she was the sender. 

Prosecutor Mr John Dove told last week’s hearing 
that the claims - made within three minutes of each 
other on June 13 - were “bogus” and were authen¬ 
ticated by the completion of forms by the couple. He 
explained that the ‘packages’ were never actually 
sent. 

Mr Dove added: “Both these defendants were in a 
position of trust. They abused that trust and gener¬ 
ated documentation because they had access to the 
forms.” 

The couple, both aged 36, of Marshall Road, Wil¬ 
lenhall, indicated a guilty plea to two counts of fraud 
by false representation. 

Mr Richard Quinn, defending, said his clients had 
three young children and no previous convictions. 
He added: “They acted out of desperation. They 
know scams like this have been caught out in the 
past and both accept their guilt and are extremely 
sorry for what they have done. This was not sophis¬ 
ticated and was doomed to fail from the start.” 

Magistrates told the couple that they were consid¬ 
ering a community penalty. The pair will be sen¬ 
tenced on March 25.

Moxley is remembered 
in historian Bill's book 


IT HAD always been Bill 
Moorwood’s dream to 
write a book about Moxley 
- the area he was brought 
up in and loved. 

When the chairman of Moxley 
History Society died part way 
through writing his nostalgic book, 
his friends and family vowed they 
would fsee his work in print. 

Members of the history society 
came together to continue his hard 
work on the book, called Moxley 
and Its People, compiling informa¬ 
tion and photographs with help 
from former Moxley folk living as 
far away as Australia and America. 

Now, almost five years on, the 
book has been printed and is in 
great demand. 

Fred Gleeson, manager of Moxley 
People’s Centre, said: “Everyone is 
so proud and over the moon to have 
been able to complete Bill’s book in 
his memory. We can’t thank Bill’s 
family enough for all their help and 
the people of Moxley for helping 
bring this book about.”

The 76-page book includes 53 
photographs of characters and 
scenes well known on the streets of 
Moxley in days gone by. 

It features pictures such as 
Arthur Neachelle outside his 
grocer’s shop in the 1930s; Wilde’s 
Garage, in High Street, as it looked 
in the 1940s; images of the High 
Street in the 1950s; and workers 
from Quasi Arc in the 1940s. 

Son 

It also includes a foreword 
written by Mr Moorwood’s son 
Andrew, who now lives in Califor¬ 
nia. He wrote that his father, who 
was a radio mechanic in the RAF 
and later worked as an electrician 
for Joseph Sankey, wanted to “leave 
a record of places and events that he 
thought were important but would 
be lost unless somebody did some¬ 
thing about it”. 

Mr Gleeson said writing a book 
about Moxley had been a dream of 
Mr Moorwood’s since the 1980s. 


“Bill got in touch with me at a 
time when Moxley was getting a bit 
of bad press and a lot of buildings 
were being knocked down to make 
way for the Black Country Route. 

“He said ‘what are we going to do 
about it?’ He came to see me and we 
set up Moxley History Society. 

“He told me he’d had this idea of 
doing a book about Moxley back in 
the 1980s and some of the charac¬ 
ters who lived there but it had sort 
of gone on the backburner. 

“So the group, led by Bill, started 
to put the book together. Unfortu¬ 
nately, in 2008 Bill became ill and 
we promised we would finish the 
book for him.” 

Moxley History Society, led by 
new chairman Dave Butler- 
Hollington, worked to compile the 
book, which was the printed with 
the help of Barry Sutton, of 
Cannock-based Brownhills Asphalt 
and Tarmac. 

Mr Moorwood’s widow Edna helped 
to launch the book at an official cere¬ 
mony It costs £5 and can be bought at 
Moxley Peoples Centre, in Queen Street, 
or at the newsagents in Kendrick Road.

treatment at the MFS clinic 
in Aldridge, Walsall, Mrs 
Coombes gave birth to 
daughter Ava Louise. 

She went on to enjoy her 
first Mother’s Day. 

“Ava was seven years in 
the making and she’s perfect 
- she’s our dream come 
true,” Mrs Coombes said. 

“At one point we never 
thought we’d have a 
Mother’s Day.” 

Agreed 

The personal assistant 
and her 35-year-old hus¬ 
band, an operations director, 
of Norton Canes, married in 
2008 but, after struggling to 
conceive, went to MFS for 
answers. 

In April 2010, following 
tests, ICSI treatment was 
recommended. MFS clinical 
lead Dr Abey Eapen was in 
charge of their treatment. 

Both of them agreed to 
lifestyle changes and Mr 
Coombes began a three- 
month course of anti¬ 
oxidant vitamins. 

Dr Eapen also suggested 
tests for Mrs Coombes to 


early miscarriages. 

“We were amazed when 
results showed that I had 
Factor V Leiden, a blood 
clotting condition which 
explained why I hadn’t been 
able to maintain the last two 
pregnancies beyond a few 
weeks,” she said. 

Following a third ICSI 
cycle in May 2012, she was 
treated with blood-thinning 
injections and low steroid 
medication. After a positive 
pregnancy test, she was also 
scanned at MFS from six to 
12 weeks, for reassurance 
that all was well. 

Dr Abey Eapen said: 
“Recurrent early miscar¬ 
riage is a very isolating con¬ 
dition. 

“But tests are available to 
diagnose the cause whether 
the pregnancy is achieved 
naturally or following fertil¬ 
ity treatment. 

“Thanks to these tests 
Danielle and Stuart didn’t 
have to experience further 
heartache and they were 
able to enjoy their first 
Mother’s Day with baby 
Ava.”

Pick of the Week 


Iris desperately tries to 
keep things on track 


W hich novel has been filmed 
twice, once by a legendary 
director in 1938, and once by 
a legendary studio in 1979? 

If all those film buffs out there are 
saying The Lady Vanishes, they’d be 
wrong - the original story was entitled 
The Wheel Spins. It was written by 
Ethel Una White and first published in 
1936. 

It’s almost 70 years since Ms White 
passed away, and in the decades 
since, Ms White and her works 
have largely been forgotten, despite 
the fact that in her day, she was once 
one of the most revered crime writers 
around. 

Out of the many books she penned, 
The Wheel Spins has had the most 
mileage thanks to its movie 
adaptations. 

The plot focuses on Iris, a carefree 
girl whose world comes crashing 
down around her when the middle- 
aged Miss Froy, with whom she has 
been spending time while travelling 
through 1930s Eastern Europe by 
train, suddenly disappears - and her 
fellow passengers deny she ever 
existed. 


Only one person believes her, 
dashing English traveller Max. They 
work together to find Miss Froy, 
uncovering a dastardly plan in the 
process... 

Kate Harwood, controller, series and 
serials, BBC Drama, seems 
particularly thrilled with the way the 
project has panned out: “Fiona Seres’s 
adaptation of The Wheel Spins deftly 
weaves together the intriguing stories 
of a psychologically complex group of 
characters - with the mysterious 
disappearance of Miss Froy on a 
packed train - played out against the 
tense backdrop of the Balkans in the 
1930s.” 

It was Alfred Hitchcock who 
first spotted the book’s cinematic 
potential. He turned it into what is now 
regarded as a classic; it also helped 
turn its leading cast members, 
Margaret Lockwood and Michael 
Redgrave (in his screen debut) into 
major stars. 

But for Hitch, it had an even bigger 
impact - the fact the movie became 
the most successful British venture up 
to that point gave him a calling card to 
Hollywood; two years later, after 
negotiating a lucrative Stateside deal, 


he released his first Tinseltown 
project, Rebecca, and never looked 
back. 

Sadly, the 1979 remake from a then 
failing Hammer Films didn’t do quite 
so well. In fact, it’s fair to say it was a 
massive flop; even the presence of 
US actors Elliot Gould and Cybill 
Shepherd couldn’t save it. Afterwards, 
Hammer stopped making movies for 
almost 30 years. 

So, will the BBC’s new take on the 
story follow in the footsteps of 
Hitchcock, or its disastrous remake? 
Hopefully the former rather than the 
latter - the pedigree is certainly 
impressive. 

Filming took place in Budapest last 
year, and the feature-length thriller 
had originally been expected to 
appear on our screens at Christmas. 
However, the Beeb has tantalised us 
by making us wait a wee bit longer. 

Rising stars Tuppence Middleton 
and Tom Hughes play Iris and Max, 
while Keeley Hawes, Gemma Jones, 
Julian Rhind-Tutt and Selina Cadell 
also star. Fans of Borgen should 
watch out for Benedikte Hansen, who 
also appears.

WELL, who would have thought 
it? 

As autumn turned into winter, League 
One teams were queuing up to take a bite 
out of Dean Smith’s Walsall, writes Martin 
Swain. 

As winter turns to spring, they are now 
the team no-one wants to face. Seriously. 

The Saddlers are so full of beans there’s 
not a League One outfit which will relish 
trying to keep them quiet. 

Swindon, arguably the strongest team in 
the division, were the latest opposition to 
feel the impact of a Walsall team which 
simply keep coming at you. 

Kevin MacDonald, the new Swindon 
manager so highly-regarded around this 
region for his coaching expertise, jumped 
down the throat of a local reporter who 
earlier in the week suggested his promotion- 
chasers would be tackling no-hopers. 

Enthralling 

To be fair to the hack, that assessment 
was based on a Walsall soundly beaten by 
Swindon at the Banks’s Stadium during the 
team’s 16-game winless run. 

But MacDonald’s warnings were brought 
vividly to life as Walsall finished this 
enthralling contest with a strong case for 
having been the better side and certainly the 
one more likely to win the game. The 
momentum driving them seems irresistible. 

True, the manager will be wary of his 
players’ energy levels because they put an 
awful lot into this game at the County 
Ground and he has a small pool of players. 

Nevertheless, this is a team currently dis¬ 
covering why professional football can be 
the best job on the planet - they play 
without inhibitions and with a terrific cama¬ 
raderie writ large all over the squad. 

They thoroughly earned their point 
against Swindon, a club now returning to its 
own normality after the “management by 
hand grenade” of the Paolo Di Canio era. 


MacDonald will look to harness the posi¬ 
tive remnants of his volatile predecessor’s 
obsession with the beautiful game while he 
adds his own influences - but there was no 
doubting the quality of challenge Walsall 
faced here. 

And yet, even by the time they fell behind 
to a freakish opening goal, they had already 
served notice of their intent as Jamie Pater¬ 
son and the increasingly impressive Andy 
Taylor picked apart Swindon’s right flank 
while Will Grigg and Febian Brandy pro¬ 
vided thrust in support. 

Indeed, Brandy and a Craig 
Westcarr/Paterson double miss had already 
been logged before Andy Williams enjoyed 
the most fortuitous deflection off Paul 


Downing’s attempted interception of his 
cross-cum-shot for the ball to leap up mis¬ 
chievously over Aaron McCarey’s reach. 

But that was the prelude to the first of two 
impressive phases from Smith’s outfit, lev¬ 
elling from the penalty spot after half-an- 
hour and repeatedly unhinging Swindon 
with the verve of their approach play. 

Will Grigg, inevitably, converted the spot- 
kick awarded against Tommy Miller for a 
challenge on Brandy - and a terrific penalty 
it was, deposited too far into the keeper’s 
right-hand corner for Wes Foderingham to 
reach, despite guessing correctly. 

Swindon’s second-half response was 
forceful and then we saw another element of 
Smith’s team - composed and organised 


defending. But throughout it all, the driving 
force of this team continues to be Adam 
Chambers, ably assisted by Sam Mantom, a 
force so invigorating that when Simon Ferry 
took advantage of a McCarey blemish to 
restore Swindon’s lead on 80 minutes, you 
still sensed the Saddlers were not finished. 

Either side of that, referee Darren Drys- 
dale refused Walsall strong claims for a 
second penalty while Paterson missed from 
close range. But with 90 minutes on the 
clock, a fine move down the left put Ashley 
Hemmings clear to deliver a searching cross 
headed home at the far post by Paterson. 

It was a striking symbol of Walsall’s 
unquenchable spirit which may yet lead 
them to even greater heights.

Gethin 
sets date 
to defend 
new title 

BOXER Martin Gethin will 
make the first defence of his 
British lightweight title 
against Tommy Coyle at 
Walsall Town Hall on Friday 
April 26. 

Walsall’s Gethin won the 
vacant belt at his hometown 
venue in January with a 
ninth-round stoppage of Ben 
Murphy, after a toe-to-toe 
battle. 

And the new champion 
has picked WBC Interna¬ 
tional Silver and Central 
Area winner Coyle for his 
voluntary defence towards a 
Lonsdale belt. 

The two were supposed to 
meet for the English title, 
which Gethin has held twice, 
in September, mooted for 
Coyle’s hometown of Hull. 

Travel 

Gethin instead chased a 
Commonwealth title shot 
and eventually landed a 
crack at a world ranking, 
winning the IBF Interna¬ 
tional crown that month. 

Then came his British 
title chance. Coyle will get 
the same opportunity, but 
the challenger must travel to 
the holder’s back yard, with 
the show likely to be tele¬ 
vised on BoxNation. 

Midlands cruiserweight 
champion Christopher 
Keane, from Walsall, heads 
the under-card along with 
British welterweight title 
challenger Jason Welborn. 

Rowley Regis’ Welborn 
topped the bill when Gethin 
became British champion, in 
his unsuccessful attempt to 
wrest the title from Birm¬ 
ingham’s Frankie Gavin. 

Cannock’s Dave Egan, the 
unbeaten welterweight and 
former Chasetown foot¬ 
baller, is also slated to 
appear and picked up his 
fifth professional victory on 
Saturday night.
